INTERES ¡TNG NEWS. 


Rumored Big W reck to a 
Los Angeles Train. 


TH R EE FATALITIES SPOKEN OF. 


One o f th e A rizona B andits F aid to 
H ave Been C aptured by th e 
U nited S tates Troops. 


The news reached the city yesterday 
afternoon that the Santa Fe overland, 
from Chicago to thia city, was wrecked 
betwoen Winslow and Williams, on the 
Atlantic and Pacific. All attem pts to 
obtain details of the disaster resulted in 
failure, it being announced at the offices 
of the Company, in the Phillips Block, 
that nothing authentic had been re­ 
ceived. It was. however, stated “ on the 
outside” 
that 
it 
was 
understood 
that there were three persons killed, 
though this must be taken as mere 
rumor. A telegram to Barfitow sent by 
the H erald only brought back the reply 
that all that was known there was that 
the train had been wrecked and would 
be twenty-four hours late. A bulletin 
announcing a similar delay was posted at 
the Philips Block a few minutes later 
and this indicates th at the catastrophe is 
a serious one, as to delay a train twenty- 
four hours means a pretty bad emashup. 
The train in question left Chicago on 
Sunday last and passed through Kansas 
City on Monday. She was due here yes­ 
terday afternoon at 4 :29 o’clock and car­ 
ried two Pullm an coaches, a tourist 
sleeper and a day car, in addition to the 
usual train appointments. 


ONE CAUGHT.

Advices were received at th e army 
headquarters here yesterday that one of 
the men who robbed Paymaster W ham, 
had been captured near iSolomonsville.

there are about 1,700 soldiers in pursuit, 
although they will not be able to do as 
much good as the twenty Indian trailers, 
on whom all hopes of running down the 
robbers is fixed. 


A SHOEMAKER'S LAMP. 


It Sets F ire to a P a rtitio n a n d Cre­ 
ates C onsiderable Sm oke. 
A fire on north Bpring street called to­ 
gether a largo crowd of people yesterday 
evening at about 8 :30 o'clock. The shoe­ 
maker's lamp, in the back 
part of 
Charles L. Fisher’s boot and shoe store, 
at No. 54, had set fire to the wood-work 
of the building. The smoke poured out 
in large volumes, «Dd made it difficult 
for the firemen to get at the blaze. 
The 
department whs on hand promptly, and, 
iu a short space of time, bad more water 
at their disposal than they could use, 
their desire being, of course, to put out 
the fire with au little damage to the 6tock 
as possible. The smoke finally burst into 
the adjoining store, which is occupied by 
the Singer Bewiiig Machine atrency, and 
by L. E. Tuthill, with the New York 
Baxaar, a notion Btore. 
In about ten minutes the fire was all 
out. The damage to the building in 
which Fisher’s store is located was not 
very great, perhaps $400. The building 
is owned by the Lanfranco estate. 
It is 
insured to cover all loss. On the stock 
in the shoe store there is an insuruoce to 
the amount of $15,000 or $20,000. 
The 
owner estimate* its value at $30,000. 
The direct loss of stock is not very great. 
The part of the room which was burned 
did not contain much merchandise. The 
damuge to the entire stock through water 
and smoke will probably amount to a 
considerable loss, although not more 
than the insurance will cover. In the 
adjoining store very little damage wau 
done to the stock.

T he action of th e m ajority of th e Police 
Com m ieaion on W ednesday afternoon in 
tearin g the police force, to pieces, an<l in 
appointing thirty-four new officers to fill 
th e places of thirty-eight discharged, was 
th e chief topic of conversation upon the 
streets yesterday, and some of those Re­ 
publicans w ho have spent th eir lives 
fighting f>r th eir p arrty , shook their 
h ead s and said th at th e chances of vic­ 
tory in th e future were sm aller th an they 
h ad been for years past. 
According to 
th eir ideas, tho action of the Com m is­ 
sioners was disgraceful, and even in the 
lig h t of the sim ilar action a short tim e 
previous by th e com bination betw een 
M essrs. H azard, F urrey and B ilderrain, 
en tirely 
unw arranted. 
A pparently 
none 
were 
m ore 
surprised 
at 
th e 
turn 
affairs 
h ad 
taken 
than 
w ere th e Councilm en, for at a very early 
hour in the m orning several of them 
m ade th eir appearance at th e Police Sta­ 
tio n , and in th e vicinity of the C ity H all, 
w ith scowling faces, intent on finding 
out w ho was responsible for th e chantres. 
T hey were indignant th a t such a thing 
h ad h appened, Dot, perhaps, th a t which 
m ade them th e m ost angry was th e fact 
th a t th e m en they had recom m ended 
were not on th e list of appointees. Some 
of th em w ere indignant because m en 
w hom they h ad recom m ended before 
w ere disc barged—good m en, toe—and 
poor m en had been appointed in their 
places. 
One C ouncilm an said th a t upon 
th e list of th e new m en appointed were 
th e nam es of three who he knew were 
unfit to be on the force.

h a d n e t supposed th at so m any m en 
w ould be discharged. 
Sem e of those

officers. 
W hy these were “ let out” he 
could not tell, and he thought th ere was 
a q u eer deal in th e m atter. 
H e had 
been to see M r. Lindley, and he had

C ouncilm en to find out who had been 
responsible for th e discharge of th eir 
friends and for th e dism issal of som e of 
th e best officers of the force, and it was 
reported, upon good authority, th at six 
Councilm en were on the “ w ar-path,” in 
consequence of th e action of th e new 
coalition. 
Each one of them said th at 
they had not had a hand in it, and th at 
they did not approve, at all, of th e action 
of th e three, it was their idea th a t some 
changes would be m ade, but these could 
be m ade gradually, an d th e m en re­ 
m oved would not be th e best m en on 
the force. 
T hey also had an idea th at 
w hen new m en were appointed they 
w ould not be objectionable, an d th at if 
th e force was to be reorganized it would 
be done for th e purpose of m aking it bet 
ter. 
Instead of th at, they found the 
Com miseion had appointed m en whom 
th ey did not know, and had discharged 
good m en on someone’s recom m endation 
and they w anted to know who it was th at 
h ad furnished the data. 
I t was reported on th e street th at a 
caucus had been held by somo of the 
C onncilm en during th e day, and th at it 
had been determ ined to discharge, on 
M onday nex t, all four of th e Com m is­ 
sioners and replace them w ith m en who 
w ould serve th e city ’s in terest better. 
T hen it w as rum ored th at it had been 
decided to discharge three of th e C om ­ 
m issioners, but these rum ors could not 
be 
authenticated, 
although 
it 
was 
certain th a t Borne such m ovem ent was 
contem plated, either by th e C ouncilm en 
or by th e influential m en of the R epub­ 
lican party. 
It wob also stated th at th e Com m is­ 
sioners w ho were responsible fjr the 
com m otion denied th at they knew what 
th e lists w ere until the last m inute, and 
desired to place th e onus ^on som e one 
else. 
The statem ent was not believed, 
an d those who took any in terest in the 
affair were tree to express th eir opinion 
th a t th e whole thing was dooe in retalia­ 
tion for th e action th at was tak en a i aw 
wot-ks ago by the first com bination. 
• M ost of th e discharged m en took their 
m i8fortnne very pilosophically by ad ­ 
m itting ih a t they had no m ortgage on 
tho places, and th at, in th e present state 
of things, they had understood very well 
th a t nothing could be perm anent. There 
w ere som e, however, w ho were rash 
enough to im agine th at the era of ex p eri­ 
m en t was over,and th at th e Com mi-sion 
h ad settled down to real business. These 
m en had bought their uniform s, and had 
com e to count uoon their places an se­ 
cure. 
Som e of them wera m en of fam ­ 
ily , who had been foolish enough to 
leave steady em ploym ent to take places 
on th e force. T hey were bitterly lam ent­ 
ing th eir m istake, and cursing th e trium ­ 
virate w hich m ade th e rem ovals. 
T h e Spanish-A m erican contingent of 
th e R epublican party were badly dis­ 
g ru n tled , an d if an election were to take 
place to m o rro w , it is pretty safe to pre­ 
d ict th at n o t a single vote of th at com ­ 
plexion w ould be cast for any Republi­ 
c a n . 
T hey w eie outspoken in their ex­ 
pressions of anger, m any cf them who 
hav e alw ays voted the R epublican ticket 
declaring th at thev would never forget 
th e in tu it which had been dealt them by 
a R eputdican adm inistration. 
A little investigation of th e two lists, 
th a t of th e m en w ho h ave been dis­ 
charged an d th e other of th e m en who 
are to tak e their places, brings some im ­ 
p o rtan t facta to light.

The 
m ovem ent, she thought, should he inau­ 
gurated.

THE PROTECTION OF OUR LEAD INTERESTS. 
A hearing in regard to the eloseitieation 
of lead ore, wan continued before Assis­ 
tan t Secretary T ichenor a t the T reasury 
D epartm ent. 
A rgum ent in Bupport of 
the present ruling, u nder which lead ore 
m ixed w ith silver or greater value is ad ­ 
m itted fiee, were m ade by ex-G overnor 
M cCrary, 
Ju d g e 
J . K . M cCam m on, 
Oscar K een of New Y ork, an d A. R . 
M eyer of K aneas C ity. 
A rgum ents in favor of a change in 
practice to com pel lead ere to pay duty 
as load, no m atter how m uch silver is 
contained in tb e ore, were m ade by Sen­ 
ator W olcott of Colorado, ex-G overnor 
G rant of Colorado, M r. Sheedy of C olo­ 
rado, and R . M . W h iteo f New M exico. 
T he closing argum ent w as m ade by Sen­ 
ator W olcott, w ho SRid he represented no 
client in particular* b u t spoke against th e 
fie» adm ission of foreign lead in th e in ­ 
terests of tho whole people of h is State. 
A large num ber « f affidavits w ere su b ­ 
m itted to show th a t th e ore containing 
lead is com m ercially know n as lead ore, 
regardless of th e percentage of silver 
contained in it, and Professor G rey, of 
Y ale College, subm ilted a paper p racti­ 
cally sustaining th is view from a scien­ 
tific" standpoint. 
H e argued th at com ­ 
pound ores of this kind should be d e ­ 
scribed by th e nam es of both conttitu- 
tents. 
W hite, of New M exico, stated th a t it 
w as not true th a t M exican ore was neces­ 
sary for sm elting th e dom estic product. 
Advocates of th e continuance of th e 
present practice of c la rify in g silver ores 
containing lead, argued th at those orea 
are, 
com m ercially 
an d 
technically, 
know n as silver ores, an d th at Congress 
w as well aw are of tb a t fact w hen th e 
present tariff w as enacted. 
T hey held 
th a t the question already had been a d ­ 
judicated an d settled, and 
th a t our 
sm olting industries w ere born an d had 
grown up under th e present construction 
of th e law. 
Judge M cCam m on, in his argum ent, 
said th a t case w as free from any question 
of fact, because th e highest know n of­ 
ficial expert au th o rity designated ores 
containing silver in greater v alue than 
th e base m etal, technically and com m er­ 
cially as Bilver ores. 
The classification 
w as "known and acted on, he 6aid, w hen 
th e act of ’83 becam e a law , w hich aid 
not change th e statu s of th e ores in 
respect to paying duties thereon, except 
as pointed out by th e Judiciary C om ­ 
m ittee. 
J . D. W ilson and E . G. B rew star, re p ­ 
resenting tfco Board of T rade of Laredo, 
T exas, filed a p aper protesting against 
an y change in tbe present classification. 
T he advocates of protection for A m eri­ 
can lead m ining interests introduced tes­ 
tim ony from nearly all th e leading m in­ 
ing operators, sm elters and business m en 
of the inter-m ountain country, show iug 
tb a t the universal designation am i clas­ 
sification of ores was, uud had been for 
tw en ty years p ast, as follows: 
T h at 
w henever o ie contained enough lead to 
be reduced and form load bullion, it wan 
lead o re ; 
th a t th is distinction existed 
a t th e tim e of th e pussage of th e Tariff 
A ct, and was contem plated by th a t Act, 
which was passed to protect the m ining 
of just such ore. 
T hey further adduced 
a long line of technical authorities of 
high repute to support th eir definition of 
lead ore. 
They asserted th a t th e law 
was passed to protect th e industry, th at 
th e ruling of th e Secretary of th e T reas­ 
ury in 1880 w as not on an ore of lead, 
b ut was a ruling on a special lot of iron 
ore containing silver, and applied only 
to th at. 
T his did no harm to an y pro­ 
tected industry, they said, because th e 
iron was lost in the slag in reduction. 
T hey held th a t thie ruling was no su p ­ 
p ort to subsequent rulings adm itting lead 
(ire containing silver free of d u ty , and 
th a t th e application of “ the com ponent 
of chief value” rule to such ores w as u n ­ 
called for. 
T he extension of th e p rin ­ 
ciple of the form er ruling was not w ar­ 
ran ted by th e w ording of it. 
T hey also 
insisted th at the opinion of th e Judiciary 
C om m ittee was founded on a lalso as­ 
sum ption of fact, based on untruo infor­ 
m ation as to th e com m ercial designation 
of such ores, an d th a t such m isleading 
inform ation «am e from a S ecretary of 
th e Treasury unfriendly to tbe protection 
of Am erican industries. 
Senator W olcott said th at he appeared 
for no client or corporation, but for 96 
per cent of ti e people of Colorado, as 
well as the m ining States and T erritories 
of the N orthw est. 
The question sim ply 
is w hether th ere is a law for th e protec­ 
tion of the lead interests of th e U nited 
States, and, if so, w hether th a t law is 
being violated by the construction under 
which lead ore Irom M exico is adm itted 
free of duty. 
lie contended th a t there 
is such a law , and th a t it is being violated 
every day. 
If the law m eant anything 
n n l.l llQ if m A flnf li.n l l l .n Inn J : _ . ____ A. 
said he, it m eant th at the lead interests 
of th e U nited States should be protected 
from foreign com petition, and not that 
foreign lead should be adm itted free, 
sim ply because silver of greater value 
was contained in th e sam e ore. 
If th e 
present construction of the law contin­ 
ued, th e law would be a farce. 
H e gave 
statistics to show th at 600 pounds of lead 
were brought in free w ith every ton of 
ore carrying silver. 
In 1886, 8 000 tons 
jf lead were brought in free frcm M exi­ 
co. 
In 1887 th e am ount increased to 


$50,000 tons, and in 1888 it still further 
increased to 86,000, w hile th e indications 
are 
th a t

“ C ontinue 
th e pres­ 
e n t 
practice 
of 
classifying 
lead,” 
said h e, “ and

ingly.” H e said th a t th ere was no iuter- 
est in th e U nited Stales th a t stso d m ere 
iu need of th e fostering care of th e pro­ 
tective system th an tho lead industries 
of th e W est, b ut as th e case now stood, 
A m erican lead was the principal interest 
unprotected. 
T here ought to be no m is­

I t is positively know n th a t all got into 
th e boats and escaped from th e sinking 
steam er.
